thought it advisable to define more 
clearly the proposals he had set forth, 
but that his interpretation did not

successive stages as follows 


"First—That the mine workers re- 


turn to work under the same terms 
and conditions as those which gov- 
erned each case on last Maich 31 
This includes the check-off. 


FIXED BY AUG. 10. 


"Second—It is the Intent that the 


temporary arrangement above shal 
remain in force only during the short- 
est period that may be required for a 
determination o£ terms and conditions 
of labor for the period ending March 
1, 1923 I have emphasized this by 
suggesting- that the wage scale shall 
be determined by Aug. 10, 1923, with 
authority in the commission to extend 
that period as may be required. 


It is understood that all questions 


of dispute as to conditions of labor 
or any other points of friction be- 
tween operators and employes, -svho 
are parties to this arrangement shall 
be determined by the commission, and 
such settlement shall hold until the 
first of March, 192u. These decisions 
may also require mor tim than until 
Aug 10 and therefore the commission 
is to have authority to e\tend time 
for settlement of each or any of these 
questions as it finds to be necessary.

prised by Germany's new demmand for 
a moratorium. 
I myself predicted

This time, however, It Is not 


moratorium that is demanded for a 
single payment but for all payments 
due until the end of 1924. The sudden 
collapse of the value of the mark is 
given as the reason for this new de 
mand 


DECLINE INEVITABLE. 


The decline of the mark has been 


inevitable since Germany's weak gov- 
ernment, with its demagogic policy 
began stopping the holes in its budget 
with free Issues of paper and it was 
equally certain that Germany would 
say some day that "we can't pay «ith 
er gold or foreign securities." That 
day has come 


The moratorium is of secondar; 


importance even for big creditors like 
Prance if there exists on the side of 
Germany a sincere will to pay and on 
the side of the Allies a determination 
to make Germany pay. These sent! 
ments ought to have been manifested 
earlier but it is never too late to 
mend 


FINANCES IN DISORDER. 


What rendered the moratorium in 


ovitable was the indescribable disor- 
der of Germany's finances. Therefore 
we should have been busying our 
selves with this matter during the las 
two years but, since we did not, then 
that is what we now must'do. 
But 


that is the one thing the English press 
does not suggest Instead it proposes 
a pell mell assemblage of the allied 
finance ministers, a meeting of the 
supreme council, an international loan 
or a further reduction of Germany'* 
debt- 
,. ,j 
While we admit Germany should 


have more time, it is our duty to nee 
that Germany uses the time to put 
herself In position to pay. In short 
it is the same old problem 
Some 


means must be found whereby Ger 
many will pay an annuity which will 
guarantee the credits discussed by 
the bankers' committee two months 
ago. If this is achieved France Is 
prepared to make sacrifices but she 
won't so long as there Is no sugges- 
tion of offering some assurance ot 
ultimate payment. 


SCORES LLOYD GEORGE 


That Is simple enough but Lloyd 


George and his journalistic support- 
ers are blaming France for not ac- 
cepting the vague solutions which he 
so glibly offers^ France holds back 
because these proposed solutions are 
vague and because she has no reason 
to curtail her rights there 
is no 


compensating advantage to be had. 
That is simply common sense as any 
American business man will agree. 


Polncare's great mistake is that 


during the last six months he has 
done nothing but formulate criti- 
cisms and reservations. Thus he let 
slip the opportunity to ask Britain 
to aid him 
effectively 
during 
the 


moratorium. I fear this opportunity 
is lost for the moment but If France 
knows Its own mind and has a con- 
structive policy of its own It will 
come again.

way he plays the hand he has There 
can be no question that in the big 
disturbances that have come up, that 
are now with us, the president has 
pretty large powers 
He has had 


these all along, but it is difficult to 
see that much use has been made of 
them to date. ; ' 


It would have been better- to make 


free use of other powers in the weeks 
and months that have gone by than 
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to make appeal now-to still larger 
powers. 
The difficulty in a situa- 


tion of this kind is that if an execu- 
tive has not made good use of his 
smaller powers, it will not be easy 
for him to go ahead and do some- 
thing with the larger ones. 


It is told from Washington that 


the only risk the President would 
run in employing these "supreme" 
powers is that of possible impeach- 
ment by congress.

were fooled and they aoon realized 
that their chief was a Politician. 


The me were almost

when he told them that

Henson and the present representa- 
tive, John Clark, were the only two 
worthy men ever elected to 
repre- 


sent the people In the twenty-eighth 
Senatorial District. 


Mr. Walker should have omitted 


politic* In his speech and have talk-

This Is a mistake. It ig true there 


was some similarity between-the vic- 
tories of Pinchot and Beverage, but 
the victory of Brookhart in Iowa had 
no relatlpn Whatever to the other 
two. 


BROOKHART DIFFERENT, 


Brookhart, when he comes to the 


Senate, will be no more Uke Bev- 
erldge than he will be like Wads- 
worth of New York, or like Pepper 
of Pennsylvania. In fact, so much 
that is misleading has been said on 
the basis of treating these three 
political evenly aa a group, that there 
Is no safely accurate way of cover-

'MUST SERVE TWO MONTHS. 
The ,act purposes to pay every 


"person -who was enlisted, Inducted, 
warranted or commissioned and who 
served honorably In active military 
duty In the military or naval serv- 
ice ' durlns the World War, was a 
resident of Illinois at the time o£ 
entering the service and was honor- 
ably discharged, a sum equal to 
fifty cents a day for each day that 
he served. This sum Is not to ex- 
ceed 
SSOO, and it do.es not Include 


those who served less than two 
months 


If the person who served has died, 


the husband, wife children, mother, 
father, brother or sister of such per- 
son shall receive the sum to which 
he was entitled under the act If the 
person entitled to. such fund died 
while in the service $300 shall be 
paid to his beneficiaries 


S A T C. NOT ELIGIBLE. 


In addition to the dishonorably 


discharged person, others who are 


not included In the act are conscien- 
tious objectors, those who though In 
service performed civilian work at 
civilian pay, anyone who has re- 
ceived a bonus from another state, 
and no payment shall be made for 
the time spent In taking training In 
any students' army or navy training 
corps. 


The act creates a "Service Recog- 


nition Board " consisting of the gov- 
ernor, the state treasurer and the 
adjutant general. This board Is to 
control the scheme of paying out the 
fund and is to determine who. is en- 
titled to payment. All applications 
for compensation must be made to 
this board, If the act becomes a law, 
and no applications will be consid- 
ered after Jan 1, 192S.

Money Rate Slump And 


Investment Boost Interesting

New York, July 15.—ffhe most Im- 


portant event of the past week In 
the financial situation has been the 
resumption of the downward ten- 
dency in money rates and of the co- 
incident upward tendency In tha in- 
vestment market. 
For the fourU^ 


time this year the bank of England 
reduced its discount rate and the 
money market here has been follow- 
ing the English^ lead on 
ie assump- 


tion that it means another cut in our 
own federal reserve rates. 


The chief objection of the reserve 


board to lowering rediscounts^ has 
all along been the fear of encour- 
aging speculation. This was not, 
however, the effect produced when 
rates were reduced from 4^4 to 4 
per cent a month ago. 


LOWEST IN JUNE. 


Rediscounts stood at their lowest 


in the early part of June. The in- 
crease since then, even on bills se- 
cured by United States government 
obligations which take account of 
transactions 
originating in 
Wall 


street, has been negligible. 


The total stands now at $157,675,- 


000 against $140,839,000 in the week 
of June 14 and the high record of 
SI,573,000,000 In February, 1920. On 
the other than government paper, 
that is on purely commercial oper- 
ations, the rediscount increase has 
been smaller still. The present total 
is $272,380.000 against $271,305,000 the 
low record of June 7, and the maxi- 
mum of $1,616,000 in December, 1920 


HATS REDUCTION DISCOUNTED. 
Whether or not the *fact that last 


months reduction had no Inflation- 
ary results will Influence the fed- 
eral reserve attitude now, remains 
to be .seen. 
The Investment com- 


munity Is manifestly reckoning that 
rates will come down, probably to 
3% per cent from the four per cent. 
It has been tentatively discounting 
such action during- the 
last week 


with a buying movement which has 
swept Liberty bonds forward to new 
high records and has carried the 
higher grade railway mortgages up 
close to their high of April and MayT 
In a word, It looks as if the ad- 
vance in Investment securities which 
was checked three months ago, has 
been resumed. 


GERMON CRISIS TIDED OVER. 
The German financial trisis has 


been tided over another month be- 
cause payments which the Germans 
had made in goods were turned Into 
cash and thereby the July Instal- 
ment of 50,000,00* gold marks wa-< 
reduced to 32,000,000. 
This smaller 


sum the German government wae 
able to pay. 


The latest Relchsbank 
statement 


shows .however, at what a terrific 
cost in paper note expansion even 
this comparatively moderate uum of 
gold was gathered together. Within 
a single month Germany bank note 
circulation has risen from 155,000,- 
000,000 
to 
nearly 
173,000,000,000 


marks. 
Similar increases to obtain 


future monthly Installments are un- 
thinkable 
The German mark would 


sink to the level of the Austrian 
kroner and Germany would make a 
formal confession of bankruptcy. 


A LOAN OR A MORATORIUM. 
The solution of the German prob- 


lem clearly lies alons one or the 
other of two lines—either an inter- 
national loan or the sort of mora- 


^torium which Germany has applied 
for, during which reparations claimt 
will be met 
In kind 
Instead of 


money. 
That Germany sincerely 


wishes to meet her obligation! can- 
not be doubted -when there is con- 
sidered the great political risk the 
Berlin government Is 
running 
in 


trying to put through 
tha huge 


forced loan.

?Ms loan project calls for 80,000,- 


000 levy of paper marks, to be as- 
sessed upon German industry and 
upon which ijo interest will be paid 
before November, i925.

more desperate measure than 
any 


which even the government of the 
French revolution attempted when 
the asslgnt had become practically 
worthless, gold had 
disappeared 


from circulation, and a forced loan 
was the only way out.

ments for three years. 


MAT MODIFY ATTITUDE. 


There is reason to bslleva that the 


French will agree to a modified re- 
parations program under -which the 
form of payment would be goods and 
labor .Instead of cash. 
Already the 


French minister of public works has 
proposed that Germany be allowed 
to construct public works In France 
tj the extent of 18,000,000,000 francs, 
in part payment of the war indemn- 
ity. 


This scheme 
may 
be 
defeated 


through the opposition 
of French 


labor. 
But even so France Is not 


interested for the next two years in 
the question of cash as compared 
with goods payments, because for 
that time the Belgian priority claim 
would allow Belgium to get most of 
the German gold. 


TO SEND GOLD HERE. 


Gold transfers .from

New York, in presentation for meet- 
ing the Interest on England's war 
debt to the United

to be large, for Great Britain will 
undoubtedly provide the necessary
